As 
God is One, so the work of Gkxl is uniform in 
all ages. May we not then conceive how he 
wUl work on the souls of men in times to come, 
by considering how he does work mno ? and 
how he has wrought in times past ?

. 190, and speak bf Clem^iia 'of Alexuidtinus, .. ' 
who, in about Ihe jaar 195, was- oraained.ij 
preSbyicr in fhe ehnrch al Alexandria, aod-'f^ ' 
some lime uQieiated as president of ihe famQtt 
catechetical school in thai' city- ■ He was.*-, 
highly learned and pious, falher of iheEjdijoh, 
and abetiever id ihe final salvalion of.8Jl deo. 

In Ihe year 230, the Christian world was di- 
leeted to an e.ilraordinsry geoiu^ who hc^ 
arisen in Ihe churcb. J mean .Qr^b Ada- 
tnanlius. As a doctor in the church/ and as 
a philoMipher ambng the learora^ he was wilb- 
oul a rival or competitor. Is his books Of 
Principles, he advocaied the flociribe of Uni- 
versal Salvation «t cons)derab1eJen>lh ; and ill 
many other works of hjs it .ia said this doc- 
trine abonnds. . ■ 

Ahoiil the year 31^, Titu's, bishop of Btatw, 
wrote in favor of Hni'versalism, declaring that* ^ 
all punish men L'i areholy, as they are remedial, - 
and salutary in the^ efibct upon iran^resaors. - * 

Prom the jreaj:. 3TQ to "JKi, ■^K«e^*iS5Hi& 
seems lo have bwa ftve Beo.viHfte'^'^-'a^ '*"''^*^o. 
or lie fathers, in. to SasX. Qi^e^P^^"*^^ 
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DidTiniis, and Jerome, were its advocates. 
And llje celebrated Rregory Nnlianien, bishop 
of Conslanunople, hesilaled betneen ihis doc- 
irine and ihat tif endless mkery. It il said 
Ihat Gregory NyisseH; broiber lo Basil (he 
Great, taught n 
any other early 
lant, the doclrine of uaiTersal salvation. 

Didymus, of Aleiandria, who was deprived 
of his eye-sight *heQ five ytats Of age, yet 
succeeded ia moking himself master of gram- 
tnar, rhetorici logic, music, arilhmElic, and Ihe 
ibosi difflcull pans of maihemaiies, and was 
elected president of Iho great catechetical 
school in his native city, was a Oniverealisl. 
On this aceonnl bis works were condemned lo 
be destroyed, more than a century Rud a half 
after his death, by the general council of Con- 
stantinople. 

The famous Jerome, loo, was a Universalis! ; 
and in his Commentary npon Ephesians, he 

"represents the apostle OS teaching that all man- 
kind sball evenliialty come, in the unity of Ihe 
lUth, and iti the knowledge of the Son of God, 
and that in the end or consammaiionof thi 
all sbail be restored lo their original

^ 
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Evagrius Poniicus, who flsurished about the 
year MO, as a seliolnr of coasiderable cra- 
ineaee, was a UDiversalisI, and he was anathe- 
matized viih Didymtu, a cealury and a haJf 
miler his death, by ibe fiflb geoenil coancil, 
for having taugbt the doetriue of the lesio- 
ralion o£ maDkiod. Aad here, too, we may 
inenlion John, bishop of Jerasalem, and Lac- 
tanlius, and HQary, who gave evidence of 
their faith in ibe fiaol resloralion. 

Tbeodorns, bishop of Mopsuesim, a volU'* 
minoiis writer, who flourished about A. D. 420, 
avowed with impunity the resloratioD of the 
wicked fram hell. He wasalsoanatheinalized 
by the lij^h general cuunciJ. 

About the year 5 lO.lheEiBperor Justinian pub- 
lished an edict, addressed, lo Mennits, pairiarch 
of Conslaniinople, eommanding Origan's er- 
rors, among -which was bis Universalism, to 
be condemned, with their author and advocates. 
The bishops of Coiisiaiiiinople met in council 
and approved the edict, and the patriarchs at 
(he eastern and western charches sabscribed lo 
it. Yes, even Domitian and Theodorus were 
obliged to yield lo theiin.peti«iw«t«™.TA.-,'m*-, 
ralberlhan saffet ex^Q\s\sm, 'CiK'i ■fS^v*^'*'*^

. "We will now iutrodnce pur readers lo sev- 
eral disiinguistied scholars and divines, of 
more recent date, who have espoused and ad- 
vocated this docltine.

"When Charles II. took the throne, an ad of 
wiiformily was passed, whereby all who «- 
fbsed to conform to tike EslablisbeJ Charch 
and Worship, were rejected from her com- 
munSati Had emolnmenls, wliich drure IVom 
their livings aboul two ihoasnud of the clergy, 
among whom was Jeremy While, who had 
been chaplain to Cromwell, and preacher to 
the council of state. He afierwards wrote 
several valuminoias works in favor of universal 
salvation. 

Among those who advocated the salvation of 
all men during the 16th century, we may men- 
tion the celebrated Archbishop Tillotson, the 
learned Dr. Thomas Bu men, and the renown- 
ed William Whislon, who was the translator 
of Joscpha?, and successor to Sir Isaac Naw- 
ton as professor of mathematics at Cambrid^. 
lo the course of his life he wrote and puHished 
three different worics against the clemiiy of 
hell tementi. And h«re we must include 
that greaiesl of philosophers, SwVwbk.'S''™^*'^ 
Whiiaoo, a man ot Che. antves^ -i«».<^-i-.'«^ 
wbo, frora his intimaw Bwipais.^v»«*»* 
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everf opportunity of knowing tlie opinioDs of 
*8ir Isaac, declares ihai iheir views werelhe 
BBme OD the subject of eternal- pDni^hmeiit 
The same in sagd at that amiable divine, Dr. 
Samuel Clarke. Wbislon knew him well, and 
wrote a memoir of his life ; -and he declares 
that the doclor tejeeted the doctrine of enillesB 
miaery. 

About ibe same tims lived the ceTebraled Dr. 
Cheyne, who wrote in favor of the Qnal hay-, 
pin^ of all iutelligeui bein^. Conlstaporary 
wilh -Cheyne, lived the Chev«lier Ramsay, 
who, in Iris elaborate treatise -upon iheP-rinci- 
pies of Ifatural and Revealed Religion, coit' 
teod^ tbat Qod's design in crealiag finite in- 
telligences ceuld only be to make Ihem eter- 
nally happy J and that almighty powerj wis- 
dpn, nnd loVe^caoDoi be etemBllyfrusiraled in 
his absolute a'bd ultimate designs; therefore,. 
God will at last pardbti'and reestablish in hap- 
piness all lapsed beings. 

We. may here inclode the well-known poel 
and divine, Dr. Isaac Walls. In same of his 
VoVks he propagated elemal puDlshmenlBi 

Lbut towards the close Of his life, his views br 
'Came materially changed. The following 
tract /rom ooe of his sermons will sho' 
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least, hLs det/iti tipoQ the ecerlasliag. (onneBVil 
of the wicked, - .' 

" " Whensoever any such criminiil ia hell 
'shall be fouod making such e MHcere nnd 
mournful address to rtie righteoos and mer- 
cifnl Judge of all— if, al the same lime, he is 
tmlj hinnble ondpenilenl forhiiipBEib-ini!, and 
is §:rieved ai bis Heart for having offended his 
Sinker, and melLs into, sineere repentaDcc — I 
caaaoi think ihat a Qod of perfect 'equity and . 
rich mercy will coniinoe such a creature UBder 
hiavengeatice, but rather that the pcrftctiotis 
oT God will eontrire a way for escape," it. 
ibid agaJD he says, itL the' same discourse: 
".Nor do I thinfc weought tisnilly, when we 
■peak concerning creatures, to afhrm posi- 
tively, that their eiislenc-e shall be equal to 
that of the blessed Gad, especially wUK rtgard 
te tie ditratim a/ their jnmiiAmml." 

The Rev. Richard Clarke, forroeriy. rector 
of St. Philip's, Chorlesto-n,S.C, and afterwards 
lectlirer al Stolte Newinglon, near Lonflonj 
wrote several works in facor of universal res- 
lomtion, which were recommended by Dr. 
Young, who seemed to be pMiiaV >n^i^^«- 
salJsi works. 
Among the people ot GettaaTi-j -a-V '^^ *^ 
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cunile of Eois, wrote a work, which was pub- 
lished afier his liecense, enliiled " Le Ceil evvert 
a tow Us Bemjiies," or " Henven open to all 
Men." A later writer who bore the name of 
Ciais de Sourctsol, wrote several works, amoDg 
which WHS one entitled "VErangiie Eternal," 
in which he treats as abanrd the etemol dura- 
lioQ of punish tnenl. 

In Prussia, we may c/laim Bilanhe, and in 
Italy, Cosiiaru, both of wljom discHrded endless 
punishment. And in Ireland, we may name 
George Rust, bishop of Droniore, who de- 
feniied Universalism, and Archbishc^ New- 
come, who also fsTored the iloctrine in his 
writings. In Scotland, loo, this doctrine was 
preaebed ojicnly by Mr. Purees, Neil Doug- 
lass, and William Worral!. Dr. T. Soalh- 
wood Smith also published a standard work 
tipon Dieine Gevemmcnt, in which he shows thai 
everj thing is trnder \he direction of infinite 
wisdom and goodness, snd will finally termi- 
nate in the universal happiness ofthe huraan 
race. The Rev. George Harris, editor of the 
Christian Pioneer, at Glasgow, delivered one 
or two discourses in favor of i\\B'«iiat-iv'E^*- 

To coma down to \a\« 'B.-o^W^ nj-^Wk^ "^^ 
preachers in fevor oI■aBwetasi^^s■«i^■«■^*^ 
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menlion a hosi of freai names, such as Dr. 
Hartley, Re?, Wm. Law, auLhor of ih'»^' Se- 
rious Call," Paley, Robinson, Walker, Letlsom, 
Broughion, Bishop Newton, Sir Gfeorge Stone- 
hpase, ihe greal linE^ist Heniierson, Brawn, 
Matthews, Francis Leicester, Rochemont Bai- 
bauld, Anna Lelitia Barboiilil, Theophilos 
Lindsefj Jebb, Priestley, Simpson, . Kenrick, 
Wright, Esilia, Bclsham, Carpentei, Aspland, 
Qrondy, ScotI, Fox, and others. Law wbb m 
preacher of great ioJluence among Iha Dis- 
senlers ; bat in tbe latler part of his life, a etnt- 
siderable change toob place in his religtOQS 
views. In a letter to s friend, be says, " As 
for the parificalian of all kuman nulure, I ibllf 
believe it, either in this world, or some afler 
ages." Hiswoik oa "CAristianPeT/cUion" and 
his "^riBiu Call," are mniJi prized by Ortho- 
dox people to this day. 

Amon? the distinguished believers and ad- 
vocmes of Universalism ia the United Stales, 
we to»y meDiioti Dr. Qeorge de Bcnneville, ol 
QermantowD, Pennsylvatiio, -once a preached 
among the French refugees in Ciermany,. bdJ 
wbe nirm^d coasiderable acquaintance aUianJ 
the nobilily of Giermany and' Holland. Benoa 
vilJe was much p«tsecated for preaching m 
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free gospel, and was once condemned (o be be- 
lieaded ; buL while ihe cieculioner was bind- 
JDg his bonds, a courier arrived Trcm t)ie king, 
IjQuis XV. viib a reprieve. He ivas confined 
in prisun some lime in Paris, and was finally 
libereled b; ihc intercessiun uf Ihe queen. At 
one lime he becaoie very sick and feeble, and 
it was during this illness Ihat he had Ihe woq- 
derfal trance which was published lo Ihe world. 
The doctor believed sincerely Ihal he wenl both 
lo heaven ond bell, nnd lie declared that he 
beard Ihn heavenly host slipuiing with oue 
voice, and saying," an eternal deliverance I an 
eternal reslornlion ! an everlasling reijlilution 
of all ihingn!" 

Dr. Jonathan Mayliew, of Boston, was a Uni- 
versalis!, and has led a luminous testimony in 
fitfor of lUe doctrine. He was for many years 
putur of Ihe West Church, over which Dr. 
Lowell hu since been settled. 

Dr. Charles Chatincey, pastor of ihe first 
Congregalional Church m Boston, published a 
latge work in favor of Universal! sm, nhich was 
rallied to by ilie youuger Prcxideitl Edwards, 
in ilie year 1790.

Our only object 
introducing their iM'ief history in this Hi 
manual is, as we have previously stated, 
correct a current opinion among oar oppos< 
that Universalism is a new sentiment, and t 
it has never been cherished by individuals 
jsfie^, Jearning, and disliacllon. It is bu 
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sboTl time siDce Lhnl arciable and distlngiiislied 
Engliah authoress, Mrs. Gheiwood, avowed 
her eoDviciiaiia of the trnth of the doctrine i 
Boi, for the need of room, we are obliged to 
omit an account of many oiliers of mneh ce- 
lebrity, who have also professed its life-giving 
tniih. Yet, nevertheless, 0niversali&m wonld 
be equally as ime had all of these, like ibon- 
sands of others, remained in doubt and igno- 
rance of iis hearenly binhright. Ii does not 
test on hwnan riches, wisdom, of ability, 
"Tnutia God" is the motto inscribed npoD 
the cross-stained banner of a world's solvaiian. 
Those who have been wounded by the scorpion 
fangs of sin, have only lo look lo Him and be 
saved, even ali the etids of the earlk, for He is 
Lord of all, the sick and soond — the dead and 
living— world withont end. Aroen. 
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
